Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file.

2. The drawings were received on 02/22/05. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
JP2003-5863. JP2003-5863 a light guide plate, which guides illuminating lights from a 
light emitting element of the single Liquid crystal display device to opposite directions to 
each other to irradiate both surfaces of a main body part of the liquid crystal display 
device with the lights. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Koide et al (particularly figure 13). Koide et al (particularly figure 13) discloses the 

claimed invention except for the teaching that the display is an LCD. Koide et al 

(particularly figure 13) discloses a light guide plate 304, which guides illuminating lights 

from a light emitting element of the single display unit 301 device to opposite directions 

to each other to irradiate both surfaces of a main body part of the display device 301 

with the lights. The display 301 further includes an attenuation filter 303 which 

constitutes a liquid crystal. At column 4, lines 30-35, Koide et al teaches that LCD's can 

be used instead of double sided displays. It would have been obvious to one skilled in 

the art at the time the invention was made to substitute an LCD for the display and 

attenuation filter of Koide et al, figure 1 3 in order to provide a integral unit. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hamada et al and Yano discloses an LCD device similar to 
applicant's invention.
